create something of his own, something 
risky and self-exposing. George magazine 
may not have been the unqualified success 
he had hoped for. But under Kennedy’s 
fully engaged leadership it established itself 
sufficiently that, after his death, his 
corporate partners bought out the interests 
of the Kennedy estate and announced that 
the magazine would continue publication.” 
In addition. People released the results 
of their Poll of the Century, which ranked 
President John F„ Kennedy as Favorite 
President, followed by Ronald Reagan and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Jacqueline 
Kennedy was ranked as Favorite First Lady, 
followed by Eleanor Roosevelt, Barbara 
Bush, Hillary Clinton and Betty Ford.

Mission 2. Another area of concern is the continuation of research through knowledge 
of resource materials, people, and locations while making this knowledge accessible to 
everyone. Having an organizational listing of materials, libraries, personal collec- 
tions, etc., as well as a listing of persons available for interviews, speaking engage- 
ments, and similar activities will be extremely beneficial to educational facilities, the 
media and other groups. 


Mission 3. To continue to promote access to JFK assassination research through pub- 
lication of journals and manuscripts, a document co-op, creation of more chronologies 
and databases, and use of the Internet as a facilitator.
